The McKinley men showed their 
hand in a motion to have Jew ett and 
Thom as substituted for P latt and Lau­ 
terback as delegates to St. Louis. They 
were defeated by a vote of 631 to 109. 
The platform declares their firm and 
unyielding adherence to the doctrine of

W ashington, March 25.—The naval 
appropriation bill for the fiscal year 
which begins July I next has been com­ 
pleted by the house committee on naval 
affairs and may be considered by the 
house this week.

carried by the bill is $31,611,034, of 
which $12,779,133 is for the increase of 
the navy. The appropriation is an in­ 
crease over the am ount of the last bill, 
which was about $29,330,000.

the increase of the navy the chief items 
are the four new battleships and fifteen 
torpedo-boats. One firm, under the act, 
may bid for all of the vessels.

Hon. Daniel Johnron, one of the 
earliest settlers and best known men 
in Rock county, died a t his home in 
Evansville yesterday, aged seventy- 
four years.

In 1838 he left the home of his parents 
in Ohio, and started west on foot, 
passing through Chicago which was 
then an insignificant village w ith no 
prospects of being anything else. 
He 
worked his way to Wisconsin, and lo 
1839 reached W alworth county w ith 
i i . 50 in his pocket. 
He entered the 
employ of Henry Phoenix a t Delavan, 
and helped to build the saw mill a t 
the outlet of Delavan lake. 
He then returned to Indiana, where 
his parents had removed, and in 
18.39 
was married to Miss Angeline Courter.
